MSU Expert Narrows Field 


In SJ Insect Hunt 


The task of identifying the horde of in- 


sects 
that invaded St. Joseph and 


surrounding area early this week has sent a 
Michigan State university entomologist 
deep into dusty files. 


Prof. Roland Fischer, a specialist in in- 


sect identification, said Friday the invading 
pests here arc members of the wasp-like 
Ichneumonidae (pronounced Ick-ncw-mon- 
id-i) 
family. There are, however, some 


15,000 individual species within this very 
numerous family. 


Professor Fischer has ruled out about 


11,000 species, but has some 4,000 to"key 
out" before hit can determine the exact 
species. 


It is not n flying ant, and not a member 


of the ant family. Ants belong to the For- 
mlcldne family. While the Ichneumons nre 
wnsp-llkc In appearance, they arc not 
wasps, cither. 
Fischer Is the curnlor of 


the entomology museum nl MSU which 


features collections of different typus of in- 
sects. 


He said since they are not true wasps, 


they will not sting, but the stinger-like or- 
gan on the insect's posterior is an oviposi- 
tor. It is used to lay eggs in the bodies of 
moth larvae and caterpillars, he said. 


Fischer said he had no explanation for I he 


sudden appearance of large numbers of the 
pests, and would be unable to describe their 
habits until the exact species was deter- 
mined. 


He indicated he would inform the Itarrlrn 


County Extension Service office of Iho e\a< I 
identity and background of (ho bug ns soon 
as he completes the identification process 
County Extension Service personnel sent 
specimens to Prof. Fischer when local 
sources were tumble to conic up with ur 
lain IdcnllficnUon.

than originally planned.

tion in Houston said hundreds of 
dealers there would .go ahead 
with a three-day closing Mon- 
day. 


The Cost of Living Council 


said

was 
approving 


immediate 
retail 
price! 


increases that would enable 
most gasoline dealers to raise 
their prices by rto 2.5 cents a 
gallon. 


However, many dealers said 


the price hikes would afford 
them only temporary relief. 


Some were angry that the coun- 
cil did not completely lift Phase 
4 controls and thus allow them 
to pass on to customers any 
subsequent wholesale gasoline 
price increases. 


The price of gasoline in 


Michigan is expected to be 
increased by 2.5 to 3 cents a 
gallon this weekend due to the 
new pricing formula granted to 
retailers by the Cost of Living 
Council,

"The new price formula is ef-

Probe Death Of Tot, 2

Berrien sheriff's officers are 


investigating the death Friday 
night of a two-year-old boy, who 
was reported to have beer in his 
lungs, acording to Lt. Ronald 
Schalon. 


The victim .was identified as 


Richard Ellis, Jr., the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Ellis, Sr., 
workers on the John Westover 
farm, Hipps Hollow road, Eau 
Claire. 


Schalon said that the death 


was reported at 9:48 p.m., when 
the child was found inside the 
parents' car, parked at the 


Waller Skibbe farm, Watson 
road, near Park road in Pipes- 
tone township. 


Anautopsy was' to be per- 


formed at Benton Harbor Mercy 
hospital, Schalon said, to deter- 
mine the exact cause of death. 


Schalon said witnesses gave 


this account: Mr. and Mrs. Ellis 


had gone to the Skibbe farm to 
visit friends in a migrant camp. 
An occupant, Jessie Caldwell, 
went outside and found that the 
baby was in the family car, with 
his head out a window. Caldwell 
said Mrs. Ellis earlier had got- 
ten into the car and was asleep. 
Caldwell said he told the baby to 


put his head back inside the car, 
and then discovered him to be 
unconscious. 


Schalon said Richard was 


pronounced dead at Berrien 
General hospital by Dr. Connie 
Landrum,

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Other States Doing It— 
Why Not Michigan? 


Already zooming upward every 


year, Michigan's welfare expense will 
probably rise even faster if two neigh- 
boring states, Indiana and Illinois, 
proceed with plans to reduce ADC 
benefits within their borders. 


Indiana's Gov. Otis R. Bowen is try- 


ing to decide whether to approve a 
proposal designed to cut benefits for 
up to to per cent of Indiana's ADC 
families. Illinois puts into effect next 
Monday a "flat-cap" maximum on 
grants to ADC families, regardless of 
size. It's estimated some 200,000 wel- 
fare 
recipients will have 
their 


payments suspended, terminated or 
reduced. 


Where then will they look for 


greener pastures? Why in Michigan, of 
course, Berrien county particularly, 
where they always have. 


Michigan's 
benefits 
historically 


have been higher 
than those in 


Indiana or Illinois, a fact that shows up 
starkly in the high proportion of wel- 
farp migrants on Berrien county rolls 
from 
the other two states. An 


increased gap will speed the im- 
migration. 


An article this week by this news- 


paper's Staff Writer Bill Rush told how 
Berrien and Michigan welfare officials 
are girding to stem the anticipated 
increase in welfare immigrants. They 
are launching a program to verify 
ADC application statements. They 
explain such a verification program is 
possible since a recent U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling said states no longer have 
to rely on the simple declaration 
method 
of 
accepting 
an 
ADC 


recipient's word for everything. 


Bernard Houston, director of the 


Michigan Department of Social Ser- 
vices, 
predicts 
the 
verification 


program will level off ADC caseload 
growth and even turn up a minimum 
of five per cent of the present caseload 
as ineligible. 


This is all to the good. But it isn't 


nearly enough. Michigan is going to 
have to take far more drastic steps if it 
hopes to stem the economic and social 
ruin seeping over the state from the 
chaotic welfare cauldron. 


Welfare is approaching the point 


where it costs more—almost $1.5 
billion this year—than any other phase 
of government in Michigan. The tax 
burden on worker and industry alike is 
tremendous—way above the tax load iii 


the vast majority of states. 


Moreover, generous and easy wel- 


fare has produced ghetto concentra- 
tions which, with their attendant 
crime and slovenliness, have already 
destroyed some once fine communities 
and threaten many others. 


There are various estimates, but 


Michigan's welfare benefits arc either 
the third, fourth or fifth most generous 
of all the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia. Failing uniform standards 
throughout the nation, the Michigan 
Legislature should cut benefits to 
somewhere near the national average. 


Despite protestations to the con- 


trary, welfare has been easy to get in 
Michigan. The governor and Legisla- 
ture should demand prompt reor- 
ganization to replace bureaucratic 
empire-building with humane ef- 
ficiency. 


It can be done; welfare can be 


brought under contol. This fact is 
amply demonstrated by an article in 
the current edition of the magazine 
U.S. News & World Report. 


Says the magazine: 
"Now 
there are some examples- 


—such as West Virginia, California 
and New York—to show what can be 
done. Welfare rolls are being cut. 
Payments to those who are really in 
need are going up. Better administra- 
tive policies are being put into effect." 


Practically everybody knows how 


Gov. 
Ronald Reagan brought the 


California situation, one of the worst, 
under control. U.S. News tells how 
Gov. Arch Moore of West Virginia did 
it in his first term. 


Gov. 
Moore reorganized welfare 


operations to increase efficiency. He 
eliminated deadbeats by regular, 
periodic screening. He required.able- 
bodied men and single women to work. 


While West Virginia was actually 


increasing individual benefits, it 
managed to— 


—Decrease the number of fathers on 


relief from 5,376 five years ago to 945 
today, 


—Decrease the number of ADC 


cases from 23,518 in 1971, to 18,713 this 
year, the number of individuals from 
95,034 to 72,621. 


Michigan can clean up its welfare 


mess, too—if enough tax-paying ci- 
tizens demand, not ask, their governor 
and lawmakers to get with it. 


If You Can Buy The Food, 
This Is The Month For It 


It seems incredible, but in the midst 


of the current beef dearth, the grain 
drain, the canned food crunch, the 
spaghetti sparsity, the raisin run-out 
and other assorted food shortages of 
1973, we are about to enter "Gourmet- 
Adventures Month." Monday, Oct. 1 
will begin a time "to share dining fun 
with everyone, to be imaginative arid 
creative, an explorer in the kitchen or 
with a restaurant iriehu," according to 
the Los Angeles "cooking school spon-r 
soring the culinary celebration. No 
matter that the only exploring in many 
kitchens today is of the back shelf for 
another can of beans,.while in res- 
taurants wallets are being searched 
for enough money to pay the bill. 


Food scarcities in a land of tradi- 


tional plenty have rendered gourmet 
dining a remote goal for millions of 
Americans who have enough trouble 
buying chicken, eggs and potatoes, not 
to mention Cornish game hens, truffles 
and wild rice. A Southern California 
supermarket chain last month listed 
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'100 items that were unavailable 
because of crop failures or price con- 
trols, 
while a New York chain 


displayed a four-page list of unob- 
tainable or rationed brand-name 
products. Most agricultural experts 
expect U.S. food shortages to diminish 
in the short run, but the future world 
food supply picture looks meager by 
nearly every accounting. 


The devastating drought in Africa 


only foreshadowed the widespread 
famines which many predict are 
inevitable during the next decade as 
population outdistances food supply. 
The much-heralded "green revolu- 
tion" — through which new miracle 
grains and agricultural 
advance- 


ments would feed a hungry world — 
has begun to wither on the vine. Bad 
weather is partially responsible, but 
the booming human baby crop is the 
revolution's major enemy. Grains 
make up 52 per cent of food worldwide, 
but while poor countries consume 
about 400 pounds per capita each year, 
U.S. consumption is nearly 2,000 
pounds per person. Only 150 pounds 
are eaten directly, however — the rest 
is fed to animals to produce meat. 


Despite such conscience-nagging 


inequalities, Americans are constantly 
encouraged to eat better and to eat 
more. The month of October also has 
been declared National Restaurant 
Month, Fish V 
Seafood 'Parade, 


Frozen Food Buy-Time, National Wine 
Festival, and Pizza Time Month by 
various trade associations. But don't 
despair. If you can't afford any of 
those things you can just hold out until 
Monday, Nov. 12. That's the beginning 
of National Split Pea Soup Week. 


Miami's Cuban enclave sprawls 


across hundreds of blocks where scar- 
cely a word of English can be heard. 
Signs in some shop windows read 
"English spoken here," National 
Geographic says.

Public Distrust 


On The Increase 


WASHINGTON 
(NEA) - 


There Is today a mountain (if 
polling. data to support the 
proposition 
that 'Americans 


increasingly distrust govern- 
ment and politicians. Bui in 
some ways tho idea is getting 
rather badly kicked around. 


We've always had a certain 


proportion of people wliu very 
' simply dispense with the mutter 
by declaring that "all poli- 
ticians are crooks." And, ad- 
mittedly, they've picked up 
some 
reinforcements 
from 


those who hive been especially 
revolted by the near-epidemic of 
corruption that seems lately to 
have spread to so many people 
and places; 


Not all of this reaction involv- 


ing "crookedness" is concerned 
with the taking of money; More 
and more, it appears alsn to 
reflect a judgment that public 
servants;, elected or •appointed, 
too often do not deal openly and 
honestly withfhe people they 
are supposed to represent. 


If lying lias in tact become 


more commonplace in govern- 
ment, the reasons surely are 
varied 
and 
complex. 
Self- 


interest and self-protection are 
only the most obvious. 


Quite a few historians find a 


sturdy strain in our life as a 
'nation which suggests that we 
as a people are deemed by many 
of our public figures to be una- 
ble or unwilling to accept harsh 
truth. What follows, of course, is 
the notion it must be concealed, 
muted, or altered. 


But there's a sharply different 


aspect 
of 
distrust 
which 


deserves attention at this time 
of Watergate, the Agnew dif- 
ficulties, and other puzzling do- 
ings. 
» 


That talked-of University of ' 


Michigan survey, of the 1972 
election provides a big cue. 
What is disillusioning millions 


is not necessarily public ser- 
vants' lack of Integrity in the 
nut-row sense, hut u failure to 
perform as exacted. 
/Michigan's Center for Poll- 
'tical Stiidics put« it simply: 


"Contemporary distrust of the 


government is clearly related to. 
dissatisfaction with government 
policy." 


In noting the proportionate 


increase in the numbers dis- 
trustful of government, the sur- 
vey pointed out a coincidental 
growth of doubt in govern- 
ment's fairness — 'in other 
words, in people's disbelief that 
government benefits were being 
distributed equitably. For ins- 
tance, from 1964 to 1972, there 
was a 30 per cent jump in the 
percentage of the electorate 
which felt special interests were 
getting more help than the 
general public. 


So what is involved is not just 


integrity, important though that 
be, but government's respon- 
siveness. Adding this cubit to 
the present widely discussed 
problem of distrust makes an 
enormous difference. It is a 
vastly different thing to define 
distrust as meaning govern- 
ment is filled with lying cheats, 
and to define it further as 
meaning a lot of people are 
deeply annoyed at the policies It 
is pursuing. 


Plainly, given the greater 


political freedom and expres- 
siveness of the growing black 
population, the clamor for more 
equal rights for women, the 
great rubbles of controversy ' 
over 
the 
Vietnam 
war 


(especially among the better- 
educated, 
more 
cohesive 


young), there should be no 
monumental surprise in rising 
measures of distrust which 'is 
rooted 
in 
discontent 
over 


government's policy responses. 


Why Pick School 


In Ivy League 


Or rather; to put it another 


way, why go to one of the old Ivy 
League colleges Instead of, say, 
to the University of Chicago or 
Northwestern? Today, in my 
opinion, no purely academic 
case can be made for choosing 
an Ivy League school like 
Princeton over a host of other 
institutions. Take it from- me, 
the man who teaches Shakes- 
peare or biology at Princeton is 
not necessarily superior to his 
counterpart at Vandcrbilt or at 
UCal, Santa Barbara. 


As recently as ten years ago, 


however, the case could be 
made on non-academic grounds 
for choosing an Ivy League 
college. They did have a dis- 
tinctive 
atmosphere, 
and 


colleges within the group tended 
to have their own distinctive 
personalities. Today, on the 
other hand, they are much more 
homogeneous both with each 
other and with other colleges 
across the nation. 


In an essay he wrote in 1927, 


Scott ^Fitzgerald evoked beau- 
tifully and with a novelist's skill 
the distinctive atmosphere of 
Princeton.

Lakeshore Board Okays Pact 


A two-year agreement providing »300 to $710 pay raises for 


Lakeshore school teachers this year has been adapted by the 
Lakeshore school board. 


Supt. Frederick J. Schmlt said board action came at a special 


meeting Thursday night following a review of the proposal. 


Teachers, represented by the Lakeshore Education association, 


had approved the pact previously, Schmidt said. 


The agreement becomes part o' i two-year master contract 


adopted a year ago and extends the pact an additional year. 


Under the terms, Schmidt said a starting teacher with a 


bachelor's degree would get $8,300 compared to $8,000 under the 
old salary schedule. In the second year of the extended pact, the 


1974-75 school year, the teacher would get $8,700. 


In six years, a teacher with a bachelor's degree will make (9,960,' 


compared to $9,600 under the old agreement and $10,440 in the 
second year of (he pact. 


Afterward, the teacher, if he had acquired 10 additional hours of 


training would be able to reach $12,516 by the end of another six 
years. The same teacher received $12,069 under the previous 
agreement. 


A teacher with a.master's degree is to receive $9,000 this year to 


start and reach $14,1)50 with 14 years experience. Last year the 
figures were $8,700 to start and $14,140 in 14 years. Next year, the 


figures go to $9,400 to start to $15,510 in 14 years. 


Schmidt said cost of the package had not yet teen determined 


but that it would permit the district to have a balanced budget. He 
said no average salary figure under the new terms had been 
developed either. Last year, the average salary f,or the district's 
185 teachers was $10,449. 


Schmidt said one change in the provisions eliminated a formula 


for granting pay raises to persons at the top of their salary 
schedule. Raises for these, under the pact, would be tied to adop- 
tion of a new salary schedule for the teaching staff generally. 


The boosts for teachers this year range from 3.7 to 5 per cent.

Some Shoreline 
Property Owners 
Due Tax Refund 


Some Berrien county residents who own Lake Michigan- 


shoreline property that was damaged in last spring's storms are 
eligible to file for immediate federal income tax refunds, accord- 
ing to Rep. Edward Hutchinson. 


A dozen Michigan counties, including Berrien, were declared 


disaster .areas last spring.: The other 11 counties are all on the 
eastern side of Michigan. 


Hutchinson said'a property owner can qualify for the tax refund 


if he sustained damage .in one of those counties during the 
declared disaster period and if the damage was not covered by 
insurance or a Small Business Administration disaster loan. 


The internal Revenue Service (IRS) said losses could be 


deducted from 1972 returns even though they have already been 
filed and ev.en though the damage occurred in 1973. The IRS said 
that was because many people needed the money sooner than 
waiting and filing with a 1973 form.' 


The spokesman said the tax return could be achieved'by filing 


for it either through an amendment to the 1972 return or in the 1973 
returns when they are filed next year. 
• 


All local IRS offices will have (he necessary forms needed to 


apply for the tax refunds. 


The IRS considers damages to "grounds, dwellings, au- 


tomobiles, boats, furniture und other property" eligible, 
Hulchinson stated.

schedule providing for 6.1 per 
cent pay boosts for River Valley 
school district teachers was 
approved by the district school 
board yesterday as an interim 
step in current contract talks. 


Acting Supt. Edward Farrell 


said that the action came after 
negotiations over a full master 
contract reached an impasse- 
early Thursday following a 
mediation session which began 
Wednesday morning. 


The 'district's 102 teachers 


have been working without a 
new master contract since 
school began. They have taken 
no formal action on the salary 
package. 


David Nash, head of the dis- 


trict's education association of 
teachers, said the faculty would 
meet early next week to assess 
developments and determine 
what course to follow. He said 
he expected teachers would 
report for work as scheduled 
Monday. 


Nash declined to speculate on 


, the reaction of the faculty to the 


board action, but said he per- 
sonally did not find it upsetting. 


Nash said that during the 


mediation session the teachers 
had said the 6.1 per cent 
package.was their rock bottom 
request. He termed the board's 
action as an apparent gesture to 
get the increases to the teachers 
now while talks continue. 


Both Farrell and Nash said a 


key issue to be settled is a 
teacher request for a planning 
period 
for 
middle 
school 


teachers. If approved,the board 
would have to hire an additional 
three fulltime and one part-time 
teacher to keep classes on 
schedule. 


The cost would amount to 


$35,000 or more according to 
Farrell. 


Involved are 19 teachers in ths 


middle school. 


Under the schedule adopted 


by the board, starting teachers 
would remain the same as last 
year. Teachers with bachelor 
degrees would start at $8,000 
and reach $12,387 with 13 years 
experience, compared to a lop 
under the old schedule of 
$11,675. A teacher with a 


master's degree plus 15 credit 
hours would start at $8,840 and 
reach $14,217 in 13 years. Last 
year the top was $12,400. 


Also to be implemented as 


part of the salary schedule 
would be major hospital and 
medical coverage. 


Voting for adoption of the 


schedule were Board President 
William 
Hausmann, 
and 


members Adrian VanGinhoven, 
George Lozmack, Weldon Vur- 
don and John Schwark. Board 
members Jay Sexton and Doris 
Rice were absent.

Whate Wrong? 


I 


D the third quarter of the twentieth 
century, medical science in America 
has reached a peak of quality never 


before attained by any country. Char- 
acteristically, too, we spend far more 
on health than any nation, roughly $83 
billion in 1972, or 7.6 percent of the 
Gross National Product With that, 
plus a standard of living unequaled in 
history, we should be the healthiest na- 
tion on earth. Yet judged by nearly a 
dozen indexes, the U.S. ranks below 
many nations that spend less than five 
percent of their GNP on keeping well. 


What's wrong with America's health- 


care delivery system? A lot of people are 
asking that question. Fortunately some 
have not only diagnosed the trouble but 
also prescribed a promising form of 
treatment. 


The ideal goal of a medical-care de- 


livery system has been described by Dr. 
William G. Anlyan of Duke University 
as "medical care within a maximum of 
one-hour availability for every Ameri- 
can."The record of the present non-sys- 
tem is far below this ideal, however, and 
since the Depression, commission after 
commission, both private and govern- 
mental, has sought ways to improve it. 
Almost all came up with the same an- 
swer: The product is superb, but the 
delivery vehicle is a one-horse shay that 


has changed but little—arid not all of 
that for the better—since Colonial days. - 


The answer to the basic problem of 


medical-care delivery was blueprinted 
35 years ago by this author in a novel 
called "That None Should Die," and it 
was blueprinted again in mid-April of • 
this year by the prestigious Committee 
for Economic Development in a report 
titled "Building a National Health Care 
System." 


Briefly stated, here are the problems: 
• The U.S. is saddled with too many 


hospital beds that aren't needed, but has 
too few doctors to serve the beds that 
are necessary. 


• Too many scalpel-happy surgeons 


are charging high fees for operations 
that aren't necessary. 


• Too many doctors have located 


themselves in cities where they aren't 
needed but where the financial rewards 
are very good indeed, and too few live 
in other places where the pay is low 
but the opportunity to save lives and 
alleviate human misery is unlimited. 


• Too many days of unnecessary hos- 


pitaiization have increased health-in- 
surance rates but done little to increase 
the availability and the quality of vital 
emergency care—the kind of care that 
gives serious-accident patients from the 
nation's highways less chance of sur-

Traditionally, medicine in the U.S. 


has always been, and still is to a large 
degree, a "cottage industry." "Solo prac- 


tice," "free-choice-of-physician" and 
"fec-for-service," the cornerstones of 
this long-since-antiquated 
structure, 


have become millstones, threatening to 
drown the nation's third largest indus- 
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try in a flood of exorbitant cost, ineffi- 
ciency, over-duplication of services and 
wasteful use of both manpower and 
equipment. 


Strong words? Yes. But no stronger 


than the medicine needed to cure a sick 
rnedical<are delivery system. 


Doctors have their share of blame 


but much of the waste and inefficiency 
in the national medical-care structure 
can be laid at the door of American 
hospitals. By the 1960's there were al- 
ready enough hospital beds to care for 
every U.S. citizen who needed hospital- 
izatkm. The generosity of the federal 
government through the Hill-Burton 
Act and the desire of congressmen to see 
that each one's district got a lion's 
share, however, caused America to be 
dotted with hospitals-enough hospitals 
to hold five people .per 1,000 popula- 
tion by 1970. Actual occupancy is 3.3 
persons per 1,000. Even worse from the 
standpoint of medical-care efficiency, 
hospitals today tend to compete with

each other, often ruinously, by putting 
in equipment that is rarely used and 
then not always properly. 


The Inter-Society Commission on 


Heart Disease Resources found in a re- 
cent study that for professional staffs to 
maintain their skills, a hospital should 
be used for no fewer than four to six 
open-heart operations a week. Yet hos- 
pital after hospital over the country has 
spent hundreds of thousands of dollars 
on equipment for open-heart surgery, 
deep X-ray and cobalt-therapy ma- 
chines, scanning units for nuclear medi- 
cine, and other sophisticated instru- 
ments. The truth is that one center 
could handle all the traffic for that area. 
In fact, if the average businessman ran 
his business as the community hospital 
is run, he'd go bankrupt. 


Still another area of unnecessary ex- 


pense and, deplorably, sometimes un- 
necessary death, is the operating room, 
the heart of any hospital. A long list of 
operations is posted every day but no- 
body asks if a particular operation is 
necessary, probably because between 
one-fourth and one-half of them are 
not. Only after a patient has died does 
the Death Committee, which all hospi- 
tals should have, try to fix the blame. 


Do you doubt me? Then listen to this. 
English cities average roughly half 


the number of surgeons that are found 
in American cities of the same size, yet 
the quality of English medicine is wide; 
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ly acclaimed. In the Kaiser Foundation 
prepayment group clinics, the largest of 
the type in this country, roughly half as 
many operations are performed as in 
the average community hospital in the 
same area. And when the United Mine

by another physician. After that here's 
what happened: Hemorrhoidectomie, 
dropped 35 percent, appendectomies 60 
percent, and hysterectomies 75 percent. 
At the average community hospital in 
the average American town, the only 
license a doctor needs to operate is a 
license to practice medicine. 


Besides sending patients to hospitals 


more often than they should, many doc- 
tors also allow them to be kept there 
longer than is necessary, increasing 
substantially the already exorbitant 
cost of medical care. On a typical day 
in 1970, 3.3 persons per 1,000, roughly 
600,000 persons all told, were hospital- 
ized, at an average cost in 1970 (higher 
now) of $81.01 for the day. But if each 
of those patients had been discharged 
one day earlier-as is the case in Kaiser 
Foundation hospitals—the saving in 
medical-care cost would have been over 
$48 million. 


Does America need to spend more 


money on health care, as several bills 
before Congress propose? The evidence 
says not. 


The annual bill of $88 billion for 


medical care of all kinds adds up to 
about $400 per person, $1,200 for a 
family of three. Yet the'Johns Hopkins 
Institutions are providing care of the 
highest quality to the residents of 
Columbia, Md. This is done through a 
prepaid university group clinic-at a 
cost of $65.55 per month for a family 
of three or $786.60 a year. This figure 
is only about two-thirds of the present 
per capita national expense for health 
care and disease prevention. The truth 
is that Americans are already spending 
too much for medical care and getting 
too little for their money. Moreover, 
the man in the street is beginning to 
realize this bitter truth. 


National polls taken in 1971 and 


1972 showed that three out of every 
four people were dissatisfied with the 
present system, although out of a total 
1970 census of roughly 205 million, 
181.5 million are covered by some form 
of medical insurance. Polls and most 
analytical studies also show that the 
health-insurance-buying public prefers

group medical practice to solo practice. 
So it isn't surprising that groups are in- 
creasing rapidly, from 400 in 1946 to 
6,300 in June, 1973, a clear trend that 
will no doubt accelerate. 


Most people polled also said they 


wanted a doctor of their own at the 
clinic that took care of them. The num- 
ber of doctors who are listed as general 
practitioners declined from 66.10 per- 
cent in 1940 to 16.3 percent in 1970. 
But in the'ideal clinic, each subscriber's 
family is assigned to a family-practice 
physician designated as a "Primary 
Health Care Agent." And since about 
75 percent of the subscriber complaints 
can be handled on an ambulatory basis 


by this specially trained physician, the 
medical-care system could thus be 
streamlined remarkably. Then the 25 
percent who have more serious com- 
plaints can be directed to the specialist— 
usually in the same building-best able 
to treat them. 


The clinic family-practice physician 


can fill an even greater need, too, by 
virtue of his training in the science of 
"predictive medicine." A color photo- 
graph of the eye, magnified'200 times, 
not only reveals arteriosclerosis and 
impending glaucoma but can identify 
a tendency toward diabetes as much as 
ten years before a coronary attack de- 
velops, and the new science can also 
discover many other possible causes of 
later disability. 


Yes, the medical-care delivery sys- 


tem is sick with a chronic illness of long 
standing, but the diagnosis is clear now. 
And since they are the very heart of the 
system, it behooves the doctors of 
America to present a new application 
of Luke 4:25, "Physician, 
nm

a question that requires reflection, his 
eyes will instantly move either to the 
right or the left. Repeated tests have 
shown that each indicates markedly 
different character traits and attitudes 
—with left-eye movers tending to be 
appreciably more susceptible to per- 
suasion, evidencing a greater recep- 
tivity to new ideas and concepts. 
2. True. A study of students at a lead- 
ing university found that outsiders 
were able to predict dating couples' 
chances of achieving a successful mar- 
riage with a high degree of accuracy. 
The formula used by the student- 
judges: an objective evaluation of "the 
degree to which the dating partners 
are attitudinally similar to each other." 
It's observed that more often than not 
the couples themselves lack the objec- 
tivity necessary for accurate judg- 
ments on this score.

What's the Story on the 
"Morning-After Pill"? 
Recently, the so-called 
"morning-after pill" 
was approved by the 
Federal Drug Administra- 
tion for use by women 
as an emergency 
contraceptive when prescribed by a physician. 
It is not intended as a replacement or alternative 
to other means of contraception. It is to be used 
only in real emergency. The pill consists of 
a chemical called diemylsUlbestrol, or DES. Not a 
hormone, DES works by preventing the fertilized 
egg from implanting itself in the uterus. If the first 
pill is taken within 72 hours, DES is remarkably 
effective. The tablets are 50 mg. each, and they 
are meant to be used in a daily series, for five 
consecutive days. The one side effect /s nausea, 
which lasts a day or two. Why must »;.e "morning- 
after pill" never be used on a regular basis? The 
reason is that it has been found that a few daugh- 
ters of mothers who used DES for other purposes

The AMA 
Council on Foods and Nutrition points out that 
you need 15 calories per pound of your body 
weight to maintain your desirable weight So H, 
for instance, you weigh 140 pounds, multiply by 15 
and you get 2,100 calories, and that's what you 
should stick to. But what if you want to lose 
weight? Each pound of excess fat contains 3,500 
calories. So to lose a pound a week, you'll have to 
consume 500 fewer calories each day (seven days 
times 500 equals 3,500). In the case above, the 
dieter must subtract 500 from his 2,100 calories, 
leaving him 1,600 as his maximum daily calories 
until he gets down to where he wants.

PETESTRUDWICK 
Runner without feet 


"I'm the only man alive who has run 
marathons over mountains... and does 
it without feet!" So says Pete Strud- 
wick, 41, born with stumps for hands 
and feet as a result of German measles. 
In his four years of running he has con- 
quered Mt Kennedy in the Canadian 
Yukon and Mt. Williamson in Califor- 
nia. But his toughest race was up and 
down Pike's Peak—27 miles of muscle- 
ripping trail with 15,000 feet of alti- 
tude change. One-third of the 229 en- 
trants dropped out. Pete got to the top, 
but it took him 45 minutes longer than 
permitted. The judges ruled him in- 
eligible to run back down. Pete argued 
with them for 20 minutes, and finally 


just took off, coming in at the finish line 
after 8 hours and 14 minutes of run- 
ning. Pete didn't win Pike's Peak, but 
even in losing, he explains, "Running 
is an act of living for me. It's kept me 
from feeling sorry for myself. And this 
encouragement is what I call out to 
other runners around me. This reach- 
ing out to others has made me stronger." 


Are persistently fat women dMtrant 
from other people? According to some 
studies by the Obesity and Metabolic 
Research Program of TOPS, a non- 
profit weight-control organization, they 
are definitely different. Though they 
think of themselves as outgoing and 
sociable, they actually feel lonely and 
rejected, dissatisfied and tense. Their 
mothers, they think, are much more 
productive than they are, yet they seem 
to reject emulation of their mothers' 
achievements. Long-term fat women 
see themselves as quite feminine, but 
they don't feel attractive to men be- 
cause of their size. One researcher, Dr. 
Raymond J. McCall of Marquette Uni- 
versity, adds that "often the girls' 
eating is not so much a response to ap- 
petite as a response to emotional ten- 
sion. They eat to rranquilize them- 
selves." His solution? Physical exercise. 
"It's just as good a tranquih'zer as eat- 
ing, and, for overweight people, a much 
healthier one."
